Fire at Racine.

CHICAGO, May 6.—Parties at 
cine telegraph here that the night re- 
ports of the loss bo fire were 
grossly 
exaggerated and that the total lo^s is 
only 1350,000 and insurance $l50,0o0. 
Although about a dozen blocks were 
burned, they were in the peninsula 
which did not contain any very valu- 
able property, and the engines from 
Chicago and Milwaukee 
arrived 
in 
time to confine the 
flames 
to that 
section. 


CHICAGO, May 6 . - 9 a. m.—Noth- 
ing can be obtained from Racine yet. 
As to the condition of the burned city, 
a 
gentleman, well acquainted with 
the city, stys the fire has, according 
to accounts received, 
burned 
that 
section bounded by the lake on the 
east, by the river on the south and 
west, and by Fourth street 
on 
the 
north, which comprises about 
nine 
block!^, but not the finest ones in the 
city. He says the loss would probab y 
not exceed tjvo million dollars on this 
property, and 
that 
ita eHtimate of 
thirteen thousand dollars is absurd.
